HE WROTE LETTIERS.

Consul Binck Imitates Sackville and
Meets the Samoe Fate.

Crevenasn, O, Jan, 20, —A aispatch  this
alternoon from Buda Pesth, Hungary, an-
nounced that Joseph Blaok, Unitod States
consul to that eity, had been recalled by this
government. Mr., Black 18 a wealthy resi-
aoent of this city. It appears that ho wrote o
letter to a New Yorikk Hungarian paper, in
wiiich he advocated protoctive tamifl and ar-
pued geainst free vrado,  'This letter came to
tho hands of Mdmund Jussen, consul gen-
eral at Viennuw, who wrote Bluck & very
severe letter, tuking him Lo task in a most
radical monner. Bluck made n cool roply,
apd  then n  statement to the scecr-
tary of stote, The letter in guestion was
not  printed  uotil  two  weeks  aftor
tho election, and furthermore, he
vegurded it as  harmless,  although
ho is well awnre now that in his posivion he
had committed an impropriety in writing it
e reforred to tho secrotary of state the lot.
tor of Consul General Jussen, which, suya
lilack, probably has i ofcial eorrespond-
ence no paratlel for harshaess of exvression,
vituperativeness sod personalities.  Jusson,
he suid, did not see fit to ask any explanation
of him, but instead furnished cvidence
and then sot himself up as prosecutor, judge,
jury and exeeutioner. Black furthor ox-
plained that he had written the articles for
another New York puper, and it was in re-
sponse to an urgent request from the editor
afl the Hungarinn paper that he had written
the objectionable document,
